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PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS 

OP  THE 

REPUBLIC  OP  THE  PHILIPPINES 


According  to  the  Plant  Protection  Bulletin  of  the  Pood  and  Agriculture 
Organization  of  the  United  Nations  for  February  1953 »  Administrative 
Order  No.  5»  issued  "by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  on  July  21,  1952 
and  published  in  the  Official  Gazette,  Vol.  kS,   No.  8,  contains  the 
following  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  potatoes: 

Potatoes  for  Consumption  Prohibited 

1.  The  importation  of  potatoes  ( Solanum  tuberosum)  for  purposes  other 
than  planting  is  prohibited. 

Permit  Required  for  Seed  Potato  Importations 

2.  All  persons  who  intend  to  import  potatoes  for  propagation  are  re- 
quired to  file  an  application  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  on  a 
prescribed  form.
